.. Act No, XIIL of 1848. 


For Pirting the time within which a Suit may be 
brought to contest the awards of the Revenue Autho- 
rites in the Presidency of Bengal. 


For the greater security of possessory titles in 
the Presidency of Bengal derived from awards 
made by the Revenue Authorities under Regula- 
tion VII. of 1822, Regulation IX. of 1825, and 
Regulation 1X. of 18383, of the Bengal Code, It 
is enacted ds taHows: : 

I. No suit shall be entertained in any Court 
for contesting the justice of any award made be- 
fore the passing of this Act by the Revenue Autho- 
rities under any of the recited Regulations after 
the expiration of twelve years from the date of the 
final award. 

Il. After the expiration of three years from the 
passing of this Act, no such suit shall be enter- 
tained for contesting the justice of any such award 
indde before the passing of this Act. 

III. No such suit shall be entertained for con- 
testing the justice of any such award made after 
the passing of this Act, after the expiration of three 
years from the date of the final award.

The Hon'ble the Lieutenant Governor has been 
pleased on the recommendation of the Court of 
Nizamut Adawlut, to modify the present Rules 
regarding the release of Prisoners, on account of 
blindness, infirmity, us any other cause, and to 
issue the following Rules on the subject: 


I, All applications for the release of blind or 
infirm Prisoners from Jails under the control of 
the Inspector of Prisons, must be made to him by 
Magistrates or other local Officers in charge. 


IJ. The Inspector of Prisons is hereby autho- 
rized to release all Prisoners whose sentence of 
imprisonment does not exceed three years, and 
whose bodily infirmity has been certified. 


III. The Inspector of Prisons will forward to 
the Court of Nizamut Adawlut, applications for the 
release of blind and infirm Prisoners, whose sen- 
tences exceed three years, but he is allowed to 
reject altogether such as may appear unworthy of 
consideration, or open to rejection by reason either 
of the enormity of the Convict’s crime, the turbu- 
lence of his character, or other cause. 


IV. The Court will as heretofore issue final 
orders regarding all blind and infirm Prisoners, 
whose sentence does not exceed five years, and 
will forward to Government cases in which such 
Prisoners, though sentenced to periods uf impri- 
sonment beyond five years, are deemed proper ob- 
jects of mercy. 


V. From districts which are under the Court, 
but not under the Inspector of Prisons, applica- 
tioné must in all cases be submitted through the 
Sessions Judge, or other controlling authority, 


direct to the Nizamut Adawlut. 


_VI. Applications for the release of Prisoners 
on account of good conduct, or any other cause 
than bodily infirmity, must be made through the 
Inspector of Prisons, (or where his authority does 
not extend, through the controlling authority,) and 
the Nizamut Adawlut to the Government, with 
whom alone rests the power to order release in 
such cages.

Kor the greater security of possessory titles in 
the Presidency of Bengal derived from awards 
made by the Revenue Authorities under Regula- 
tion VIL. of 1822, Regulation LX. of 1825, and 
UNegulation EX. of 1833, of the Bengal Code, It 
is enacted as follows: 


I. No suit shall be entertained in any Court 
for contesting the justice of any award made be- 
fore the passing of this Act by the Revenue Autho- 
rities under any of the recited Regulations after 
the expiration of twelve years from the date of the 
final award.

II. After the expiration of three years from the 
passing of this Act, no such suit shall be enter- 
tained for contesting the justice of any such award 
made before the passing of this Act. 

III. No such suit shall be entertained for con- 
testing the justice of any such award made after 
the passing of this Act, after the expiration of three 
years from the date of the final award.

To enable the Supreme Court of Calcutta to issue 
Commissions for taking Affidavits. 


Whereas doubts are entertained whether the 
Supreme Court of Judicature at Fort William in 


Bengal has power, on the Crown and Plea side of 
the Court, under the Charter of that Court, to grant 
a Standing Commission to take Affidavits, or solemn 
affirmations, and it is expedient that such power be 
had and exercised as occasion requires, It is enact- 
ed as follows: 


I. After the passing of this Act, the said Cour- 
shall have power to issue a Commission or Comt 
missions from time to time under the Seal of the 
said Court, to such person or persons as the said 
Court shall think fit to name therein, empowering 
him, or them, or any one or more of them, to take 
Affidavits and solemn affirmations, in any cause or 
other proceeding in the said Court, now or here- 
after to be depending, or with the intent to insti- 
tute any proceeding whatever in the said Court. 


II]. Every Affidavit or solemn affirmation so 
taken shall be deemed to be taken in the sad 
Court, and shall render the person or persons tak- 
ing the same liable to payment of the same fees 
(if any), to be received and accounted for in the 
same manner, as in the case of an Affidavit or so- 
lemn affirmation made and taken in Court, 

I1I. Every person so making any Affidavit or 
solemn affirmation, knowing the same or any part 
thereof to be untrue, shall be liable to the same 
penalties in all respects, as if such Affidavit or 
solemn affirmation had been made and taken in

The following Act passed by the Governor Ge- 
neral of India in Council on the 17thof June 1848, 
is hereby promulgated for general information, 

Act No. XV or 1848. 


An Act to forbid trading by the Officers of the Supreme 
Courts. 

For the better discharge of their duties by the 
Officera of the undermentioned Courts of Justice, 
It is enacted as follows: 

I. No Officer of any of the Courts of Judica- 
ture established by Royal Charter, within the Ter- 
ritories subject to the Government of the East 
India Company, or of any Court established for the 
Relief of Insolvent Debtors within the said Terri- 


tories, shall directly or indirectly by himself, or by 
any other person or persons on his behalf, accept 
from any person or persons any gift or reward for 
any act or behaviour in his Office, other than his 
legal salary and fees and profits of office; or hold 
any office in any Bank or Public Company, except 
as hereinafter excepted; or carry on or be convern- 
ed in any dealings as a banker or trader, or as 
agent, factor, or broker, either for his own advan- 
tage, or fur the advantage of any other person or 
persons: except such dealings as it may be part of 
the duty of any such Officer by virtue of his office 
to Carry on. 


I]. This Act shall not be construed to forbid 
any Officer of any of the said Courts, who is also a 
practising Advocate, Attorney, Solicitor or Proctor 
in any of the said Courts, from taking the usual 
fees and emoluments of Advocates, Attorneys, 
Solicitors or Proctors; nor to apply to any 
Advocate, Attorney, Solicitor, Proctor, Sheriff, 
Assignee, Receiver or Cominittee, so far as he is 
held to be in that capacity, merely for some pur- 
poses, an Officer of any of the said Courts. 


Ill. This Act shall not be construed to forhid 
any Officer of any of the said Courts from holding 
any unpaid office in any Society for Charitable 
purposes, or for the advancement of kuowledge, 
or for the encouragement of Science, Art, or 
Manufactures. 


IV. Every Officer uf any of the said Courts, 
who shall knowingly offend against this Act, shall, 
on conviction thereof, be liable to be punished by 
deprivation of his office ; and also, by the sentence 
of the Court before which he shall be convicted, 
may be declared incapable, and in that case shall 
become incapable, of being appointed tu the same 
or any other office of the same Court, or to serve 
Her Majesty or the East India Company in the 
Territories under the Government of the East 
India Company, or in such part of the said Terr- 
tories as shall be specified in the sentence ; or in the 
discretion of the Court may be otherwise punished 
by fine, or fine and imprisonment, for his misde- 
meanour, as to the Court shall seem fit, regard 
being had to the nature of his offence.

An Act to forbid trading by the Officers of the Supreme 
oures. 


For the better discharge of their duties by the 
Officers of the undermentioned Courts of Justice, 
It is enacted as follows : 

I. No Officer of any, of the Courts of Judica- 
ture established by Roya? Charter, within the [ers 
ritories subject to the Government of the Kast 
India Company, or of any Court established for the 
Relief of Insolvent Debtors within the said ‘lerri- 
tories, shall directly or indirectly by himself, or by 
any other person or persons on his behalf, accept 
from any person or persons any gift or reward for 
any act or behaviour in his Office, other than his 
Jegal salary and fees and profits of office; or hold 
any office in any Bank or Public Company, except 
as hereafter excepted; or carry on or be concern- 
ed in any dealings as a banker or trader, or as 
agent, factor, or broker, either for his own advan- 
tage, or for the advantage of any other person or 
persons: except such dealings as it may be part of 
the duty of any such Odicer by virtue of his office 
to carry on. 


II. This Act shall not be construed to forbd 
any Officer of any of the said Courts, who ig alsoa 
practising Advocate, Attorney, Solicitor or Proctor 
in any of the said Courts, from taking the usual 
fees and emoluments of Advocates, Attoraogys, 
Solicitors or Proctors; nor to apply to any 
Advocate, Attorney, Solicitor, Proctor, Sheriff, 
Assignee, Receiver or Committee, so far as he ia 
held to be in that capacity, merely for some pur- 
poses, an Officer of any of the said Courts, 


IH]. This Act shall not be construed to forhid 
any Officer of auy of the said Courts from holding 
any unpaid office in any Society for Charitable 
purposes, or for the advancement of kuowledge, 
or for the encouragement of Science, Art, or 
Manufactures. 

IV. Every Officer of any of the said Courts, 
who shall knowingly offend against this Act, shall, 
on conviction thereof, be liable to be punighed by 
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deprivation of his office ; and also, by the sentence 
of the Court before which he shall be convicted, 
may be declared incapable. and in that case shall 
become incapable, of being appointed to the same 
or any other office of the same Court, or to serve 
Her Majesty or the East India Company in the 
Territories under the Government of the East 
India Company, or in such part of the said Terri- 
tories as shall be specitied in the sentence ; or in the 
discretion of the Court may be otherwise punished 
by fine, or fine and imprisonment, for his miade- 
meanour, as to the Court shall seem fit, regard 
being had to the nature of his offence.

Acts of the Governor General of India in Council 
shall be brought up for second reading in two 
months, or in three months from the date of the 
first reading, be suspended in respect to the follow- 
ing proposed Act, and that it be at once passed 


into Law. 
Act No, XIV. oF 1848, 


To enable the Supreme Court of Calcutta to issue 
Commissions for taking Affidavits. 


Whereas doubts are entertained whether the 
Supreme Court of Judicature at Fort William in 
Bengal has power, on the Crown and Plea side of 
the Court, under the Charter of that Court, to grant 
a Standing Commission to take Affidavits, or solemn 
affirmations, and it is expedient that such power be 
had and exercised as occasion requires, It is enact- 
ed as follows: 

I. After the passing of this Act, the said Cour- 
shall have power to issue a Commission or Comt 
missions from time to time under the Seal of the 
said Court, to such person or persons as the said 
Court shall think fit to name therein, empowering 
him, or them, or any one or more of them, to take 
Affidavits and solemn’affrmations, in any cause or 
other proceeding in the said Court, now or here- 
after to be depending, or with the intent to inati- 
tute any proceeding whatever in the said Court. 

li, Every Affidavit or solemn affirmation 50 
taken shall be deemed to be taken in the said 
Court, and shall render the person or persons tak- 
ing the same liable to payment of the same fees 
(if any), to be received and accounted for in the 
same manner, as in the case of an Affidavit or s0- 
lemon affirmation made and taken in Court. 

111. Every person so making any Affidavit or 
solemn affirmation, knowing the same or apy part 
thereof to be untrue, shall be liable to the same

The following Act passed by the Governor Ge- 
neral of India in Council on the 17th of June 1848, 
is hereby promulgated for general information. 


Act No. XV or 1848, 


An Act to forbid trading by the Officers of the Supreme 
Courts. 


Tor the better discharge of their duties by the 
Officers of the undermentioned Courts of Justice, 
It is enacted as follows: 

J. No Officer of any of the Courts of Judica- 
ture established by Royal Charter, within the Tere 
ritories subject to the Government of the East 
India Company, or of any Court established for the 
Relief of Insolvent Debtors within the said Terri- 
tories, shall directly or indirectly by himself, or by 
any other person or persons on his behalf, accept 
from any person or persons any gift or reward for 
any act or behaviour in his Office, other than his 
legal salary and fees and profits of office; or hold 
any office in any Bank or Public Company, except 
as hereinafter excepted; or carry on or be concerae 
ed in any dealings as a banker or trader, or as 
agent, factor, or broker, either for his own advan- 
tuge, or for the advantage of any other person or 
persons: except such dealings as it may be part of 


theduty of any suey Officer by virtue of his office 
to carry on. 


II. This Act shall not be construed to forbid 
any Officer of any of the said Courts, who is alsoa 
ractising Advocate, Attorney, Solicitor or Proctor 
in any of the said Courts, from taking the usual 
fees and emoluments of Advocates, Attorneys, 
Solicitors or Proctors; nor to apply to any 
Advocate, Attorney, Solicitor, Proctor, Sheriff, 
Assignee, Receiver or Committee, so far as he is 
held to be in that capacity, merely for some pur= 
poses, an Officer of any of the said Courts, 


Ill. This Act shall not be construgd to ts 
any Officer of any of the said Courts from holding 


any unpaid office in any Society for Charitable 
purposes, or for the advancement of knowledge, 
or for the encouragement of, Scietee, Art, or 
Manufactures. c 

IV. Every Officer of ‘any of he i Courts, 
who 8 Act, shull, 
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on conviction thereof, be liable to be punished by 
deprivation of his office ; and also, by the sentence 
of the Court before which he shall be convicted, 
may be declared incapable, and in that case shall 
become incapable, of being appointed to the same 
or any other office of the same Court, or to serve 
Her Majesty or the East India Company in the 
Territories undgr the Government of the East 
India Company, or in such part of the said Terrie 
tories as shall be specified in the sentence ; or in the 
discretion of the Court may be otherwise punished 
by fine, or fine and imprisonment, for his misde- 
meanour, as to the Court shall seem fit, regard 
being had to the nature of his offence.
